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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION 
FOREWORD 


The opening of the Sixth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen with a reception to members of the 
Museum and the artists on the evening of May fifth emphasizes 
anew the fundamental importance of this exhibition in the art 
life of Cleveland. 

As in the past, the Museum has invited a group of out-of- 
town artists to serve as jurors. These gentlemen, distinguished 
representatives of art in various fields, have given their services 
for the cause of better art, the Museum merely paying their ex- 
penses. Upon their unbiased judgment alone has rested the 
decision of acceptance or rejection. 

The Museum believes that in holding this Annual Exhibi- 
tion, it is doing one of the most important things within its 
power to further the development of art in Cleveland. It has 
felt, and still feels that it has a very real duty to the local artists 
and craftsmen. That the artists have realized this attitude is 
clearly instanced by the number and quality of the entries sub- 
mitted. It is their codperation and sympathy with what the 
Museum is striving for which makes it probable that this year’s 
show will exceed the remarkable record of last year. 

The Cleveland product in the commercial world needs no 
advertisement. The city has been, however, slower in coming to 
a general recognition of the high level of her artistic productions. 
It is only by encouragement that continued success comes and 
the very large number of sales last year has produced a marked 
effect in the quality of the present exhibition. The sum total of 
sales came to $10,600, an amount within a few hundred dollars 
of the total of the four previous exhibitions, the objects sold 
numbering between twelve and thirteen per cent of those 
accepted. Such a record continued over a period of years cannot 
fail to have a profound effect. Cleveland must be made a place 
where her artists can live and find recognition. 

The results accomplished so far have been augmented by var- 
ious means. A group of donors gave sums of money as purchase 
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prizes for the acquisition of pictures to be presented to the 
Public Schools of Cleveland. Last year ten pictures were so 
purchased. These have been hung in various of the High Schools 
with a very remarkable influence upon the art students and the 
scholars generally. 

The women’s clubs have also taken a marked interest. Two 
years ago, The Cleveland Sorosis purchased a canvas for its 
club building, and this year The Women’s City Club, always a 
leader in everything of civic import, has started a campaign to 
raise sufficient funds for the purchase of a painting for its club 
rooms. Not only are these organizations taking a creative part 
in the encouragement of local art but they are permanently 
beautifying their club buildings. 

In the weeks preceding the exhibition the Museum has again 
been fortunate in having the able help of Mrs. Harry L. Vail, 
Mrs. S. Livingston Mather, Chairman of the General Com- 
mittee, and a group of committee members appointed by the 
Cleveland Art Association. Their workin supporting and spread- 
ing the knowledge of the exhibition and the data concerning it 
has been invaluable. 

The Museum and the artists have given of their best. The 
final answer as to whether or not the Cleveland artist can go 
forward to greater successes rests with the substantial apprecia- 
tion of Clevelanders. It is impossible to believe that this will 


be wanting.

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REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


The foregoing statement by the Jury, purely spontaneous as it 
was, is a most pleasing tribute to the finest group of water colors 
which has been shown in a Cleveland show. The group as well 
is larger than any in a previous Annual Exhibition. Among 
them many former exhibitors are represented and in addi- 
tion several new and powerful handlers of the medium. First 
prize was awarded to Carl W. Broemel for a group of four pic- 
tures painted in Bermuda during the past year, pictures in 
which he has recorded admirably the sparkling southern sun- 
light and color with a brilliance which measurably enhances 
nature. In this class Grace V. Kelly received the second honors 
with her charmingly humorous study, The Farm House, and 
Frank N. Wilcox third with the Schooner in Fog, a really re- 
markable rendition of atmospheric conditions. Honorable Men- 
tions were also given to Marian Hahn for a Spanish scene, 
Stronghold of the Moors, Malaga; to Henry Jay Lee for his 
Spuyten Duyvil, N. Y.; and to Henry Trenkamp, Jr. for a 
vigorous rendition of the Old Stone Quarry, South Euclid. 

While to a certain extent the water color section is a feature 
of the exhibition, it is certainly true that never before has any 
all-Cleveland show reached such a level of general excellence. 
The exhibits are of many types, oil painting, freehand drawing, 
sculpture, illustration, batik, photography, etching, and in all 
these classes marked gains have been made. The craft work 
alone has not gone forward, not due to any lack in the work 
submitted but to the fact that the craftworkers as a whole have 
never given the Museum the chance to prove to Cleveland over 
a period of years what is true, that its craftsmen do not fall be- 
hind the other art workers. It is earnestly hoped that next year 
this section will be more amply represented. 

In the largest oil class, Landscape, Mary Susan Collins car- 
ried off first honors. Her canvas, Dorset Hollow, is a particularly 
sound piece of work with its searching for form and structure 
and its fine rendition of atmosphere and light. Never before has 
she achieved such a happy or complete fusion of the elements 
which go to make a successful picture. Second prize was won by 
Henry G. Keller’s The Mouldering Past of Andalusia, a Spanish 
study in which he has again demonstrated ably his command of 
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design and his ability to create a mood. The seamed mountains, 
the sea, and the cliffs form a fitting background for the crumb- 
ling battlements which time and the seasons have marked for 
destruction. William J. Eastman’s Italian Night, Capri, is 
another powerful painting, broadly expressionistic in color and 
design. In winning the third prize it stands out as a most suc- 
cessful result of Mr. Eastman’s year in Europe. 

Louise B. Maloney, who has just returned from study in Italy 
and who even now is enroute for further study there, was given 
first honors in Oil Portrait. Her small and sensitive canvas, 
Antonia, is a very able performance in its restrained and dis- 
tinguished color sense and its subtle feeling for form. It is this 
research for form approached from another viewpoint which 
won a second place in this class for the study Luisita, by 
Marian Hahn. 

The Museum has attempted to encourage from the beginning 
the painting of local and particularly industrial subjects. It was 
for this reason that the class Industrial Painting was created. 
For the second year in succession Carl F. Gaertner was awarded 
first prize, the winning canvas this year being called The Shops. 
This very vigorous piece of work gives admirably the sense of 
the drama and power of industrial achievement. In this group 
Clara McClean also won an Honorable Mention. 

In the Miscellaneous class, Henry G. Keller took the first 
award with Evening on Monte de Sancha, a characteristic 
glimpse of mountainside and sea with delightfully drawn figures 
of peasant and goats toiling up the long hillside. As in other 
canvases of Spain, the artist has represented the inner reality of 
the country he portrays with a lavish richness and depth of 
color. Sandor Vago was given second place for a Flower Still 
Life and Carl F. Binder third, also for a Still Life. A. D. Ken- 
nedy’s Fruit and Flowers won as well an Honorable Mention. 

The first and second awards in Decorative Painting were won 
respectively by Beatrice Detlefs’s Ice Idyls and T. Harry 
Klopp’s Flight. These are both artists who have never been 
represented in a Cleveland show before and they are to be con- 
gratulated on these initial honors. Carl F. Binder’ s The Beauty 
of Nature took third place. 

The entries in the class of Illustration _— never before been 
particularly strong or numerous. This year is indeed an excep-

tion. Clifton Newell’s delightful Witch’s Garden, with its 
charming naiveté and imagination and its lovely color sense 
well deserved the first place. Quite different and quite as dis- 
tinguished in the poetry of its conception and in its color is The 
Return, by Edwin G. Sommer. To this second prize picture the 
realistic Breezy Evening, by Frank N. Wilcox, given third 
award, forms an interesting contrast. 

No one should gather that the paintings form the sole or the 
only important section of the exhibition. There are perhaps 
more paintings than other entries, but the quality of the graphic 
arts and the sculpture is also high. A small amount of Jewelry 
is shown in which Frances E. Walker was given first and Anna 
Wyers Hill second. Mrs. Hill also won first in Silverware with a 
group of three pieces and Honorable Mention in Metalwork 
(other than silver). 

In Sculpture the prize went to a group of five pieces, a marble 
torso of a woman and four bronze figures of workmen by Max 
Kalish, among the most interésting pieces ever submitted for 
the sculpture section. Steven Rebeck’s Portrait of C. B. won 
the second award because of the fine simplification of planes and 
real probing of character, and Alfred Mewett, who took first 
with his medal of John Gwynne Gosling in the class of Modell- 
ing in Low Relief, also won third place in the Sculpture class 
with his bust of Herman Matzen. Helen Ely Richardson won 
Honorable Mention in both classes. 

Etching is far more ably represented than in past years, and 
the three places were respectively won by Frank N. Wilcox’s 
group of five etchings, an etching of Oporto, Portugal, by 
Orville Peets, and a groupof three by Paul B.Travis. This develop- 
ment in the graphic arts section of the exhibition is particularly 
significant because of the wide interest throughout Cleveland in 
this medium. The Freehand Drawing is alsoremarkably repre- 
sented by the five drawings by William Sommer which took the 
first award as a group, by the four drawings of Louise B. 
Maloney, and the drawing by Jean Grigor Ulen that received 
the other prize. 

The photographers of the city have from the beginning been 
among the most faithful and interested backers of the exhibi- 
tion. The group selected for this year’s show is fine in quality, 
well holding up the standard of the past. First prize in Land-

scape went to Walter P. Bruning’s plate, The Mightiness of 
Steel, second was given to Edd A. Ruggles’s Through the Fog, 
and third to Edwin A. Vorpe’s Bound Down, Four Bells. In the 
Portrait class, Ann Anthony Bacon won first, and Frank W. 
Smith and Marie Riggins second and third. 

The entries in the class of Batik and other Dyeing show a 
seriousness and a level of quality never before reached in a 
Cleveland exhibition. Florence Mesker Bill’s The Lion Hunt 
received first because of unusual and successful design and fine 
color. Jean Corser won second for a group of three and Mary 
Susan Collins third. 

The three prizes in Crocheting were won respectively by 
Ethel M.Gochenour,Ursula Kohlhepp,and Mary C.Hawthorne; 
in Embroidery by Margaret Techy, Helen Samolin, and Celeste 
Lydia Beckwith; in Weaving by Clara M.Ogden, Max Glowski 
of Rainbow Hospital, and by the Goodrich House Weavers. 

The exhibition gains substantially by the fine group of furni- 
ture. First prize was won by Schwegler and Company, second 
by Joseph Incorvaia, and third by W. B. Green. 

In this general résumé only a rough idea can be given of the 
entire exhibition. Many things worthy of commendation cannot 
be mentioned. Let it suffice to say that the exhibition as a 
whole has gone forward, creating a new standard of excellence 
and taking the foremost place in the development of a wide- 
spread appreciation of what the achievements of the city are 
in the artistic field. W. M. M.

LANGDON WARNER’S “JAPANESE SCULPTURE 
OF THE SUIKO PERIOD” 


This important and scholarly work on the great early period of 
Japanese art was published by the Museum through the co- 
operation of five Trustees who furnished the necessary publica- 
tion fund. Thanks are due to Messrs. Wade, Severance, W. G. 
Mather, King, and Norton for this service, which made it pos- 
sible for the Museum, through the Yale University Press, to 
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publish this splendid volume. It is no less notable for its fine 
typography than for its scholarly contribution. 

Unfortunately the small number of sets of plates limits the 
edition to two hundred and fifty copies for sale, and no further 
edition is possible. It is hoped that members who are interested 
will order early as the present price ($30) will be advanced to 
$40 when two hundred copies have been sold. 

A review of this book by Hamilton Bell, with illustrations, 
appears in The American Magazine of Art for March, and opens 
with the following sentence: “The appearance of this, “The first 
exhaustive work ever written by a foreigner on any important 
era of the art history of East Asia,’ as Professor Asakawa in his 
introduction calls this book, is a matter of sincere congratula- 
tion to the increasing number of serious students of this fasci- 
nating subject; a still greater matter for rejoicing is that the 
competent ‘foreigner’ should be an American.” 

In “The Arts” for April appears another illustrated review, 
this one by S. C. Bosch Reitz, Curator of Eastern Art at The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. F. A.W.

R. Henry Norweb and, representing the staff, Director and 
Mrs. Whiting, and Mr. Frary.
